The chips on the front of this card show the unique effects that can be obtained with some of our Creosote Shingle 
Stains. In the case of the Weathering Grays and No. 241 Bleaching Oil, the chips show the approximate appearance of 
these stains on Red Cedar shingles after six months exposure. The chip for No. 230 Colorless Creosote shows the appear- 
ance of this material on untreated Red Cedar shingles, while the chip for No. 325 California Redwood shows the effect 
of this material on Redwood. All these stains can be used on all types of woods but the effects produced will vary some- 
what with the nature and texture of the wood. 



Cabot's Weathering Gray Stains 

These Stains show very remarkable properties under exposure. In a few months they produce the attractive, old- 
fashioned, weather-beaten effects that are typical of old New England houses, and that it takes years to acquire otherwise.

Specifications — Wall shingles [siding] [clapboards] [roof shingles] shall be stained with two coats of Cabot's 
No. 241 Bleaching Oil, [No. 230 Colorless Creosote] [No. 325 California Redwood Stain] [Weathering Gray Creosote 
Shingle Stains — color to be selected by the architect]. Surface shall be dry and clean before application. Stir stains 
thoroughly and keep stirred while using. If more than one package is needed, mix all together in one container. Do not 
thin. Apply with broad, flat brush, like paint or with spray machine. [Shingles shall be dipped before laying.] Allow 
24 hours between coats. 

Covering Capacity— On shingles and rough wood: one brush coat, 150 square feet per gallon. Two brush coats, 
100 square feet per gallon.
